CONCLUDED. | 


Let us see then what we can gather 

from these writings as to the nature 

of this organization that existed at 

the time. And first we have this 

fact, All power and authority was 

in the beginning given by our 

Lord himself to the eleven Apostles, 

and tothem equally. There is no 

sign whatever of any supremacy of 

any one over the others, “The 

Apostles were for the time the 

charch”—Moberly’s administrations 
: ofthe Moly Spirit, p. 44. As we 
have already seen, the commission to 

administer the sacrements, and the 

wer to teach and to bind and un- 

ioene (i.e. to exercise discipline), was 

committed to them. While for the 

due exercise of those powers the 

promise had been given them that 

the Holy Spirit would lead them 

into all truth; and our Lord himself, 

during the great forty dgys had given 

them of the things pertaining to the 

Kingdom of God. And then we fint 

they acted as men who had received 

this power of ministrations and rule. 

They laid the foundation of the 

church on the day of Pentecost by 

baptising the three thousand souls 

who believed, It was in their doc- 

trine and their fellowship that this 

infant church continued steadfastly. 

It was to therm that those who had 

‘possessions and sold them for the 

common fund, brought the proceeds 

that they might be distributed ; and 

when Annanias and Sapphira acted 

deceitfully and kept back part of the 

price, they exercised their power of 

discipline in amanner that should be 

a terrible warning to others. When

PHEASANT FORKS. 


—In the summer of 1880, two 
brothers, Thomas and Richard Palis- 
ter with their families left the coun- 
ty of Durham, England, for Eastern 
Canada. After spending about two 
years in Hamilton, they came to 
this part of the North West, and 
ultimately settled on Section 18, 
Township 21, ange 10, about 
twenty miles from Fort Qu’Appelle. 
For three years they have used 
their utmost endeavours to establish 
homes, and success has_ so far at- 
tended their effurts that they are 
now in comfortable eircumstances. 
In these efforts, Mrs. T. Patister has 
taken a most important part. Early 
and late, indoors and out, she has 
been a thorough helpmate to her 
husband; hetping him to bear the 
cares, and toendure thé hardships 
of a pioneer’s life. Among other 
sterling qualities, her unceasing 
kindness and benevolent actions, 
were most conspicuous, Their 
house being close to the trail from 
the P. M. Colony to Fort QuwAp- 
pelle, scores, if not hundreds, of set- 
tlers on their journeys to and fro, 
have shared in the hospitality of 
this kind hearted lady, Whether 
it was at midnight or noonday that 
the settlers found thémselves with 
their teams at their house, a kindly 
welcome was always accorded them, 
free of all charge. About a fort- 
night ayo, Mrs, P. was taken sick, 
and although all that kindness and 
skill could do was done, she gradu- 
ally sank until death terminated her 
earthly existence on Wednesday the 
20th Jan. On Monday, the 25th, a 
numerous company of friends as- 
sembled to pay the Jast tribute of 
respect to the memory of the de- 
ceased, some of them having come a 
journey of fourteen or fifteen miles 
for the purpose, The funeral ser- 
viee Was conducted ina very im- 
pressive manner by the Rev. &.
